ment of interest payments to America 
this Autumn. 
Sir Robert Horne, deal­ 
ing with this question in Parliament 
after publication of the Earl of Bal­ 
four’s now famous note, put the case 
as follows: 
“I wish to make it clear beyond all 
possibility of misapprehension that the 
British Government realize and recog­ 
nize to the full extent their obligation 
to the United States and do not mean 
in any way to evade it.

tumn for the express purpose of dis­ 
cussing arrangements to be made for 
funding our debt.

The statement 
made by 
M. E. 
Johnson, of 
the 
Bureau of Topo­ 
graphic and 
Geological Survey, of 
the Pennsylvania Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs, may prove instructive 
to many residents of Adams county 
who have been interested in drilling 
for oil. 
Mr. Johnson said in dis­ 
cussing the big pool recently discov­ 
ered in Warren county “the discov­ 
ery that the so-called 
‘Queen’ sand 
is productive at Tidioute, if* an exam­ 
ple of what may be expected in other 
areas as 
drilling goes 
deeper and 
deeper.” 
Mr. Johnson pointed out that oil 
was first found at Tidioute in 1860. 
Most of the production was obtained 
from the 
Third 
sand, 
a smaller 
amount from the Second sand, and a 
still smaller amount from the Fourth 
sand. 
The few wells that were put 
down below' the latter sand failed to j 
find either oil or gas and hence the 
opinion was developed, he said, that 
it was useless to look foi* oil below 
the Third sand. 
This opinion prevailed for half a 
century. 
In recent years production 
has been partly maintained by deep­ 
er drilling; deeper productive sands 
having 
been found 
in

pools. 
Tip* few outcrops to be seen in the

STARCHY EARED CORN 


SUSCEPTIBLE TO ROT 


One of Most Useful Discoveries 
Recently Made. 


Meant 
Provided 
In 
Selecting 
Seed

of Agriculture.) 
In the study of root, stalk, and ear 
rots of corn, one of tim most useful 
discoveries that has been made is a 
very 
noticeable 
difference 
between 
[Starchy ears and horny ears In the fre­ 
quency of infection and in the vigor 
of plants produced. These differences 
are discussed in Department Bulletin 
,1062, Relation of tile Character of the 
Endosperm to the Susceptlbllty of 
Dent Corn to Root Rotting, by John 
,F. Trust, assistant pathologist. The 
investigations were carried on Jointly 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture 
and 
Purdue 
university 
agricultural experiment station. 
Ears of the dent varieties that have 
starchy kernels have been found to 
be Infected with root-rot organisms 
more frequently than curs In the same 
seed lots that have homy kernels. 
This provides a meuns of selection 
that may help to do uway with the 
necessity of testing every ear to deter­ 
mine whether from tile standpoint of 
root rot Infection It is desirable to 
plant. 
Starchy kernels are easily dis­ 
tinguished 
from 
those with 
homy 
endosjverms. 
The 
horny 
kernel 
is 
more or less translucent; that 
Is, 
it lets the light pass through in the 
same way that 
oiled paper doe*. 
Starchy kernels are opaque—like a 
piece of chalk. 
Starchy ears of dent varieties pro­ 
duce larger numbers of weaker grow­ 
ing plants, more susceptible to root 
rots In tile field, than do ears of more 
homy composition. 
There is an impression among corn 
growers that the depth of the dents 
is an indication of the starchiness of 
the kernels, but this has not been 
shown to be true. Chaffy kernels are 
usually very starchy, but starchiness 
is not 
necessarily associated 
with 
normally-matured ears that are rough.

Heavy Coating* of Residua on Fruit* 
and Vegetable* Removed by 
Good Washing. 


Poison sprays on fruit* and vege­ 
tables will not be found by consumer* 
in harmful quantities lf growers who 
use them against pests and diseases 
follow the spraying schedule recom­ 
mended by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
In some in­ 
stances, because of heavy spraying or 
spraying late in the season, Investi­ 
gators for the department have found 
comparatively 
large 
quantities 
of 
spray residue on fruits and vegetables 
at harvest time, especially on prod­ 
ucts grown in dry climates. 
When 
heavy coatings of residue were found 
washing and wlplug removed much of 
It, and peeling all of it. 
Experiments along this line were 
undertaken by the department be­ 
cause of the possibility that spraying 
of fruits and vegetables might leave 
enough arsenic, lead, or copper on the 
surface to be injurious to the con­ 
sumer. The results, obtained by an­ 
alysing sprayed fruits and vegetables 
from various parts of the country and 
presented mostly in the form of ta­ 
bles, are given In Department Bulle­ 
tin 1027, Poisonous Metals on Sprayed 
Fruits and Vegetables. Copies may 
be obtained by addressing the depart­ 
ment at Washington. D. C.
